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CHRISTMAS SEAL CAMPAIGN 
The annu al Christm as Seal sales driv e is again 
on and deserv es the w hole-hearted su pport of ev ­ 
ery citizen. The fu nds deriv ed from the sale of 
these seals hav e made possible the treatm ent and 
prev entiv e work which has aided hu ndreds of 
thou sands of tu bercu losis su fferers throu ghou t 
the cou ntry . The scou rge of tu bercu losis has been 
greatly cu rbed by the efforts of the society in 
charge of the work in v ariou s commu nities ov er 
the cou ntry and it is hoped th at some day it may 
finally be conq u ered. 
At this time when the sale of the seals is an 
activ e endeav or, it is interesting to learn some­ 
thing of the origin and history of the mov ement. 
It was the Civ il W ar th a t brou ght forth the 
charity stam p — ou r Civ il W ar of ’6 1 to ’6 5. Some 
of y ou r grandm others first play ed “postoffice” * 
with stickers similar to Red Cross Seals way back 
in 186 2, when they conceiv ed the idea of selling 
stam ps at fairs for the benefit of the relief fu nds 
for the soldiers’ hospitals in Brookly n, Boston, 
and elsewhere. 
Nearly $1,000,000 was raised in this way before 
186 5. After the war this method of raising money 
was discontinu ed in this cou ntry for a generation, 
althou gh it fou nd v ogu e in Portu gal, Switzerland, 
Au stria, France, Spain, Denmark, Norway , Ru ssia, 
Sweden and other Eu ropean cou ntries. There are 
now sev eral thou sands of different ty pes of char­ 
ity stam ps u sed in all parts of the world, as many 
as forty being u sed in Au stria for children’s hos­ 
pitals alone. 
Stamps or seals were first u sed to get money 
for the anti-tu bercu losis cru sade in Norway and 
Sweden in 19 04. To Jacob Riis, the well known 
social worker of New York, and to Miss Emily 
P. Bissell, the energetic secretary of the Dela­ 
ware Red Cross, jointly belongs the honor of orig­ 
inating ou r American Red Cross Christmas Seal. 
In 19 07, Mr. Riis’ interest was arou sed by the 
receipt of a Christmas tu bercu losis stam p on a 
letter from Norway . 
He pu blished an article 
abou t this q u eer looking stam p in the Ou tlook 
and su ggested some possible u ses for it in this 
cou ntry . Miss Bissell at once saw an opportu n­ 
ity here and prepared a stam p, from the sale of 
which the society realized $3,000 for tu bercu losis 
work. 
So impressed was she with this su ccess th a t 
she indu ced the American Red Cross to take u p 
the sale in 19 06 on a national basis. It is fitting 
to note th at war, inhu m an and cru el, was the 
mother of the seal and th at now w ar for hu m an­ 
ity against disease brings it back to its fu llest 
u sefu lness. 
Since 19 18, howev er, the anti-tu bercu losis work 
has grown to su ch proportions th a t it has been 
organized to stand alone. No longer connected 
with the Red Cross it is condu cted now by forty - 
eight state associations in connection with The 
National Tu bercu losis Association. And the old 


Red Cross Sea l is no w kno wn a s the Do a ble- 
Barred Seal which a dds a to uch o f welco me co lo r 
to ou r Christma s letters a nd pa cka g es a nd ha s 
become a tra ditio na l pa rt o f the ho lida y sea so n, 
bey ond the fine wo rk tha t is do ne by the funds 
th a t are deriv ed fro m their sa le. 
Don’t fail to buy g enero usly o f these hea lth 
seals th a t y ou may help to ca rry o n the wo rk 
th a t is being do ne to stam p o ut the drea ded 
disease of tu bercu losis. 


PLACING RESPONSIBILITY 
“Who is responsible?” W hen any thing goes 
wrong or is neglected, this is generally the first 
q u estion asked. 
It nev er occu rs to the q u estioner th a t it may 
be he or she who is responsible — th a t responsi­ 
bility may be traced to his or her own doorstep. 
It may not be a direct responsibility . The cau ses 
leading u p to the trou ble are du e to neglect, 
which is often more dangerou s th an positiv e 
acts. 
Those who ask this common q u estion nev er 
search their own deeds or misdeeds, or ev en neg­ 
ligence. They nev er realize th a t they may be re­ 
sponsible becau se they failed to w arn in adv ance 
against the danger th a t lay ahead. 
A citizen’s du ty does not end with the election 
of pu blic officials. Hav ing elected them, it is 
incu m bent u pon all who are interested in the 
welfare of the commu nity and its people to con­ 
su lt, adv ise and cooperate with them, to the end 
th a t they may hav e all the inform ation possible 
as a basis for their pu blic acts. 
We may ex pect children to cry ov er spilled 
milk, bu t nev er people who hav e reached m atu re 
y ears. If the warnipg is seen and not acted on, 
then there is nothing to do ex cept take the medi­ 
cine in whatev er size doses the directions say .
